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RESERVED EASEMENTS
EIN 5¢ A trail easement fifty (50) feet in width for use by the public to gain access to and from public land. This
segment branches from EIN 5 in Section 30 of T. 3 N., R. 44 N., U.M. and follows the right bank
(looking downstream) of the Kukpowruk River northwest to its mouth and south to public land.
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
